Native Chriatians Conduct a 8uccea«fiil 

Forward Movement in Shanghai. 

In December, 1!)U5, an informal con- 
ference of 12 leaders of missions liav- 
InR Christian work In ShanKliai, met 
to (liscu.^s the iitcd of a spintiial for- 
w;ir(] ni.ivriiii'nt. l in y ileeiilcd that to 
bo most effo<'tivo this should b*^ con- 
diRiid by ChlM.'sf. \aii(uis meni- 
ber.s coiisullcd with their Cluiiese as- 
sociates, with th« result tbat the Chi- 
nese clergymen and other Christian 
workers met dally for tM days at the 
Chinese Y. M. C. to ptay about 
the matter. 

It was flMdly daelded to Invite Dr. 
Y. S. LI and Rev. B. D. U. of Snchau, 
to visit Shanghai after the now year. 
Three thousand confi'ssioii and prayer 
cards were distributed to Chinese 
ChrtstiaiM, aad oa f^ebraary IS meet- 
ings began, which were strictly limit- 
ed to Christians. For eleven even- 
ings, in the midst of constant rain, 
an average of probably 201) church 
membera aaaembM at the London 
mission and Presbyterian churches. 
Dr. LI addrtmsed the missionary 
prayer meeting, and liis KlaCi iuctit 
that tlie lack of spiritual power 
awoBgat Oilaeae cairistlaas was large- 
ly doe to the same lack among for- 
oiKners, who are the instructors and 
leaders of the Chinese, was recoivcd 
by an audience conscious of its truth. 

Mr. K. E. Lewis writes to the Rec- 
ord of Christian Work that Dr. Li's 
last meeting was largi'ly at (ended, and 
for two hours there was a stream of 
prayer, testimony and ttonfo.ssiou of 
sin. The Yoke Fellows' band at the 
Chinese Y. M. C. A. planned a se- 
ries of BieetiBSB lor BngUsh spt^aklng 
non-Cbrlstlans. These have Just 
closed, having; been addressed by Mr. 
F. S. I'.rocknian on four evonliiKs. Au- 
diences larger than have ever been 
crowded Into the rooms llstmied; two 
after-meetings were held with about 
50 Inquirers, of whom 12 publicly ex- 
pressed their purpose to l>e Christians. 
Some of these were men of prondncnt 
families, and will have opposition and 
temptation to face, but all of those 
who definitely decided bad been in 
past years students In Cbrlstiaii col- 
leges, but had made no open confes- 
sion to Christ

Ancient M— aecrly ts of a Praamanl of 
Aae€liec Qeepel PoaMi in Egyptt* 



Thoufih of course on an exceedingly 
limited scale, there must have been 
some sort of circulation of the Scrip- 
tures in ancient times, says the Rec- 
ord of Clirislian Woilt. Papyrus fian- 
nicnts ar»> ciuitlnually Iil'IMK hrouulit 
to light as the result of archaeological 
research. Tbe latest "lad" Is one of 
considerable intereat Ora. <^reBfell 
and Hunt, two of oar isoet aeeom- 
plished scholars, have Joat dfarfaterred 
at Oxyrbyucus, an aaeleat Egyptian 
city on tbe banks of the Nile, a vellum 
leaf, containing 45 lines in all, from 
a nianuserlpt of a lost Kospol. The 
incident It records is (lulte different 
from anything we have in the canon- 
ical gospels, but the figure of our 
Lord in it is easily recognizable from 
all we learn about Him in them. The 
fraument tells of a visit of Jesus with 
his discijiles to the temple at Jeru- 
salem, where they meet with a Phari- 
see, who reproaches them with their 
failure to pwfbrm tbe necessary eere- 
montal of pnrlflcatjon before entering 
the holy place. The Pharisee, in an- 
swer to a iiu<'stii)n by Jesus, describes 
in some detail tbe formalities he had 
himself tast been observing, where- 
upon Jesus makes an eloquent and 
crushing reply, tbe burden of which 
is the contrast vt ovtward wUh in- 
ward purity.

Native Convents Give Pays oT Service 

That the Gospel May Be Spread. 

A few months ago some 400 Chris- 
tians in North Korea, where the pow- 
er of God has been deeply felt, met

After much prayer and conference, 
they decided to malce a new Itind of 
otteriag to the Lord. They bad al- 
ready contrfbated what money they 
could afford, and now they decided to 
give an ofterinji of men for free, will- 
ing service in spreading the gospel 
among those of their countrymen who 
Knew it not. E>ich gave a definite 
number of days, and before the aMet- 
ing closed, two years of time had been 
voluntarily offered. The news spread 
round the district and soon 2,tl00 days 
of voluntary service were promised.
